Mr. Bryan, when introduced, spoke 4s

“In speaking in Chicago I am embar- 
rassed by the fact that the advocates 
of the Chicago platform are divided 
into two camps. It is not my business to 
establish a secret service in order to 
ascertain what democrats are most ae- 
voted to the principles set forth in the 
last party creed. All Chicago platform 
democrats look alike to me, and instead 
of trying to drive any professed believer 
in that platform out of the party, my 
aim is to so impress upon all demo- 
crats the importance of the triumph of 
democratic principles that all local dif- 
ferences will be lost sight of in the de- 
termination to restore the government 
to the foundations laid by the fathers.

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SILVER CLUBS AT WORK 


MOVEMENT FOR . CONSOLIDA- 
TION INTO ONE ASSOCIATION, 
Resolutions nines by the Ohio 
Valley Bimetallic League Yes- 
terday at Chicago. 


Chicago, July 2.—The first move for 
the consolidation of the existing free 
silver clubs and organization in to one 
big aSsociation and the formation of 
other clubs was made today at a meet- 
ing of the Ohio Valley Bimetallic League. 
A committee composed of delegates from 
each state represented at the meeting 
was appointed to confer with the nation- 
al committee in regard to the formation 
national silver organization and to 
offer the aid of the league in any efforts 
for the furtherance of the cause of Bryan 
and bimetallism. Previous to this action 
the following resolutions were adopted: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of 
this meeting that the democratic na- 
tional convention of 1900 shall adopt 
the Chicago platform of 18%, together 
with specific and appropriate declara- 
tions against imperialism and trusts; 
that they specifically declare for inde- 
pendent bimetallism at 16 to 1; that we 
favor the nomination of William J. 
Bryan for the presidency by the demo- 
cratic national convention in 1900. 

Resolved, That the organization 
committee of the Ohio Valley Bimetal- 
lic League, at whose call this meet- 
ing was held, is now requested to 
adopt and formulate a pian of national ' 
organization by clubs having as a 
basis one member from each state in 
addition to those now on said commit- 
tee and one member from each ter- 
ritory with the purpose of further or- 
ganization by congressional districts 
and counties. 

Resolved, That this organization in- 
tends to act as-.an aid to the demo- 
cratic national committee and to as- 
sist in carrying out the purposes and 
policies of said committee.

Anniston, <Ala., July 20.—(Special.j— 
While Senator Morgan carefully refrains 
from criticising Mr. Bryan for any of his 
utterances on the Philippines question, he 
does not hesitate to declare himself 
strongly opposed to the protectorate idea 
which the Nebraskan has advanced with 
more or less circumstantiality of de 
tail. 

“IT am not fighting democrats.” said 
the senator in the course of his talk 
with me over the Washington interview 
and other matters politically. “And I 
do not care to discuss Mr. Bryan's state- 
ment of his position. I have my own 
views on the important questions of our 
foreign policy growing out of our new 
relations, and those views differ very 
widely from some of those which have 
been advanced by Senator Hoar and 
others who are advertising themselves 
an anti-imperialists. For one thing, I do 
not think it fair to be crying out against 
an elleged imperialistic position which, as 
I understand it, nobody in the length 
and breadth of this land holds; in poli- 
ties as in everything else, I believe in 
fighting fairly. Nor do I belleve in the 
distortion of the consent-of-the-governed 
principle to such an extent as would 
require the consent of one self-appointed 
dictator who represents at the most a 
small fraction of the several millions of 
people of those islands, and who repre- 
sents that small fraction only because 
of his intimidation by force and his mis- 
representation of the government and 
the people of the United States. Nor do 
I subscribe to the argument that we can- 
not rightfully acquire title by conquest 
or by purchase from an alien monarch 
whose title we disputed when we furnish- 
ed arms to the Filipinos. If we are not 
in the Philippines by right, then we ought 
certainly to withdraw our troops; to ar- 
gue the one thing means to argue the 
other. I am opposed to the withdrawal 
of the troops at this time. 


Must Do Our Full Duty. 
“We are not in the business of going 
out in the world and taking part in the 
scramble for land; in that sense we 
ought not desire to acquire title from 
anybody. But we are in the Philippines 
as the direct result of our war for hu- 
manity, and humanity demands that we 
st&, there until we have done 
duty. There is nothing new in this po- 
sition of ours, the only difference be- 
tween the present conditions and those at 
other periods of our history being one 
of locality. Our whole history—the his- 
tory of our relations with Mexico and 
the Central and South American statea 
which culminated and found 
in the Monroe 
that this republic has the right and ac- 
cepts as a duty the advocacy of the le 
gitimate result of its example and prin- 
ciples of government among all the pco- 
ple of the earth when they are brought 
within the sphere of its infitence. And 
that certainly applies to the people of 
the Philippines at the present time just 
as it does with the people of Cuba.”

SUIT FOR HIS PRIZE MONEY 


DEWEY’S CLAIM FOR DESTROY- 
ING SPANISH SHIPS 
Was Filed Yesterday in Washington. 
Hon: Hilary Herbert Is 
Chief Counsel. 


Washington, July 20.—Admiral George 
Dewey today filed suit as a libellant in 
the district court of the District of Co- 
lumbia to recover the prize money due 
him and the officers and crew of his 
fleet for the vessels sunk in the battle 
of Manila and the property subsequently 
recovered by the naval force under his 
command. The ships and equipments 
have already been appraised and inven- 
toried by the board of appraisers ap- 
pointed by the secretary of the . navy. 
Admiral Dewey demands the sum of $325,- 
141 and, in addition, the amount due 
upon the three cruisers sunk in the cn- 
gagement, but subsequently raised, and 
upon which he places a value of $425,000. 
These vessels have never yet been ap- 
praised. Hon. Hilary ,A. Herbert, the 
former secretary of the navy, appears 
as the chief counsel for Admiral Dewey. 

The number of men engaged aboard 
the American vessels during the battle 
is given as 1,836, and while Admiral Dewey 
declares that he is unable to give the 
exact number of men engaged on the 
Spanish side, he asserts that the number 
was far in excess of those under his own 
command and that their forces were su- 
nerior. 

All the property recovered as 
of the battle is now in possession of the 
United States, with the exception of that 
which has been consumed. 

Some days ago Admiral Dewey filed an 
individual application for claim for navy 
bounty growing out of the battle of Ma- 
nila bay and this, with many others filed 
before the nayy department, are ow 
before the court of claims for judicial 
determination.

RECIPROCITY TREATY SEEMS 
LIKELY TO FALL THROUGH. 
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Negotiations Are Now at a Critical 
Stage and May Be Broken 
Off.

Washington, July 20.—The Franco-Amer- 
ican reciprocity negotiations have again 
assumed a critical stage, and as only 
three more days remain within which a 
treaty can be framed under the Dingley 
act, there is considerable anxiety ) 
the final success of the treaty. 

The conditions have entirely changed 
within the last few days, and whereas at 
one time the French ambassador, M. Cam- 
bon, and the special reciprocity delegate, 
M. Charpentier, were quite desirous of 
closing the matter, it is understood thev 
no longer show any anxiety in that direc- 
tion. This is said to arise largely from 
an agitation which has begun in France 
against the treaty on the ground that it 
threatens to bring American goods in 
competition with French goods and to 
throw out of employment many French 
workmen. This unexpected opposition in 
France appears to have induced the gOv- 
ernment leaders to use much circumspec- 
tion in closing the treaty. This, in turn, 
is finding expression in the negotiations 
here and there is an unwillingness to 
grant the large concession proposed at 
the outset. In particular, it is understood 
that the authorities at Paris have made 
it clear that ten or twelve articles must 
not figure in the reductions owing to the 
extent to which they would affect the 
agrarian interests of France. Whether 
the officials here will feel justified in 
concluding the negotiations in the face 
of this feeling on the part of the French 
authorities remains to be detérmined, and 
the answer to it will sett!e whether there 
is to be a treaty 

An unexpected phase of the negotiations 
has developed of late. This is that the 
American export ‘of minerals, which is 
very heavy to France at present, receives 
the minimum rate in anticipation of the 
closing of a reciprocity treaty, but if the 
treaty fails the «rench government will 
immediately apply the maximum rate. 
The difference in duty on this product 
is said to amount to $5,000,000. In case 
the present sharp differences are ad- 
justed the expectation is that the treaty 
will be signed Saturday.

MEDAL FOR OTIS’S SOLDIERS. 


Message Sent by the President on 
July 1st Is Made Public. 
Washington, July 2.—The war depart- 
men: today made public a telegram from 
the president to General Otis thanking 
the men in the Philippines for their pa- 
triotism in remaining in service after the 
ratification of the trea:y of peace. The 
message is dated July ist, and follows: 

“Adjutant General's Office, Washing- 
ton, July 1, 189%. To Otis, Manila: By 
direction of the secretary of war, the 
following is transmit.ed: CORBIN. 

"Executive Mansion, Washington, Ju- 
ly 1, 1899.—Otis, Manila. The president 
desires tu express in the most pwblic 
manner his appreciation of the lofty pa- 
triotism shown hy the volunteers and 
regulars ot the Elghth army corps in per- 
forming willing service through severe 
campaigns and battles ayainst -he in- 
surgents in Luzon, when, under the terms 
of their enlistment, they would have been 
entitled to their discharge upon the rati- 
fication of the treaty of peace with 
Spain. 

"This action on their part was noble 
and heroic. It will stand forth as an ex- 
ample of the seif-sacrifice and public 
consecration which has ever character- 
ized the American soldiers. 

‘In recognition thereof, I shall recom- 
mend to congress that a especial medal! of 
honor be given to ihe officers and soldiers 
of the Eighth army corps who performed 
this great duty voluntarily and enthusi- 
astically for their country.

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OFFICERS USED THEIR CLUBS 


Policemen Line the Streets Ready To 
Suppress the Rioters, 


WORKMEN WILL LOSE THE -FIGHT 


The Officials Declare They Have 
Enough Men To Keep Up Sched- 
ules and Cars Are Running 
with Large Degree 
of Regularity. 


New York, July 2.—A crowd of strik- 
ing motormen of the Eighth avenue line 
late this afternoon attempted to wreck 
a car at Thirteenth street and Eighth 
avenue, after driving the motorman from 
the platform. A mob had been lying In 
wait and climbed aboard when the car 
stopped to take on a woman. They seized 
the motorman and tore the controller 
bar out of his hands. The strikers then 
proceeded to smash the switch box above 
the platform with the controller handle 
and a man with a crowbar battered the 
pieces. Policemen  dis- 
persed the crowd and made several ar- 
rests. 

The cars on the Eighth avenue line 
moved along with perfect regularity af. 
ter dark tonight. At the stables of the 
line, Forty-ninth street and Eighth ave- 
nue, order was maintained. 

The cars on the Sixth avenue line con- 
tinued to run on regular schedule time 
after nightfall At no place aiong the 
line was there any evidence of a strike, 
On both these lines a policeman accom, 
panied every car, but more as a precau- 
tion than as a necessity. 


An Army of Policemen. 


Second avenue, the storm center of last 
night, was vastly improved from the 
view point of order and observance of 
the law tonight. On Second avenue, 
from Eighth street to One Hunderd and 
Sixteenth street, three hundred police- 
men were constantly on the alert and 
wherever riot lifted its head a dozen men 
were on hand with heavy clubs to strike 
it down. The result was immediate and 
marked and conditions approximately 
normal existed. The fact that four men 
had been held by various magistrates 
during the day to answer for felony and 
the announcement by the police that 
they intended to try and give each of 
these four men a long term in Sing Sing 
made the denizens of the tenements more 
careful. Then, too, the novelty of the 
strike had worn away and the refusal 
of Mr. Parsons and Mr. Pines to make 
good their promises of Wednesday to 
tie up all the lines tight had a discour- 


aging elfect. 
Few cases of violence were reported 


and the only excitement was caused by 
the arrest of Thomas J. Casey, a former 
superintendent of the Nassau 
line. Homer T. Dean, an inspector of the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company, ac- 
cused Casey of having interfered with 
him in the performance of his duties ard 
urged him to join the strike. 

Casey was admitted to bail pending hg 
examination tomorrow. 

Michael Kelly, secretary of district as- 
sembly 49, Knights of Labor, today sent 
a formal complaint to State Factory In- 
spector John Williams that the ten-hour 
law was being violated on the Metropoli- 
tan railway system in this city. Sec- 
retary Kelly offered to furnish evidence 
in regard to the matter. 

President Rossiter stated positively to<- 
that none of the striking employees 
would be taken back except those who 
would report for work Dy tonight. The 
strikers say they have no seceders from 
their ranks. While they are keeping up 
a bold front and claiming they will win

Factions Show Their Hands. 

The fight between the Illinois factions 
began as soon as Mr. Bryan arrived in 
the city, which was 8 o'clock in the morn- 
ing.

Mr. Altgeld was personally 
willing that this should be done, but when 
the majority of his adherents who are 
bitter against the Harrison men heard 
that there was opposition to the plan in 
the Altgeld camp, they openly champlion- 
ed the passing of the meeting under the 
control of the national committee. The 
arguments on both sides were hot and 
fierce for several hours, and there seemed 
of a settlement.

ties, so far as your sub-committee can 
ascertain, are to furnish to the ready 
print houses of the United States, weekly. 
such matter as it deemed desirable in 
the interests of our party to have ap- 
pear in the ready print furnished to 
democratic weekly newspapers through 
these establishments. So far as we can 
ascertain, Mr. Devlin seems to be a 
man specially qualified for the discharge 
of this duty. He is personally an ardent 
democrat and devoted to the principles 
of our party. He is a man Of’ large ex- 
perience in this special line of business, 
having editorial supervision of the publl- 
cation of one one of the largest ready 
print houses in the United States. 

“During our investigation of the inci- 
dent complained of oy Mr. Gahan and 
the Illinois @ommittee, we have had num- 
erous conferences with Mr. Deviin. He 
tells us that his authority from Sena- 
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demacratic

him as manager of the press bureau of 
the national committee in which, over 
his own signature, he takes occasion to 
Justify the act complained of, and reiter- 
ates largely the statement made in ihe 
Chicago dailies herein before referred: to.

contests in Chicago—to permit the nation- 
al committee which he represented to 
In any way be drawn into such contro- 
versy; that it was very injudicious and 
unwise for him to have prepared such 
an article in the first place, even though 
he afterwards reconsidered his first de- 
termination to publish it: but your sub- 
committee desires to call special atten- 
tion to the fact that after the article 
complained of was published in the Chi- 
cago press, disiinctly claiming that It 
was ‘by authority of the national com- 
mittee and {ts chairman—a claim then 
known and now admitted by Mr. Dev- 
lin to be false—Mr. Devlin remained ab- 
solutely silent from .then until] the elec- 
tion was over, allowing 200,000 coples of 
those papers containing this article to be 
circulated in Chicago and vicinity, and 
permitting it to have its full effect. what- 
ever that may have been, and made abso- 
lutely no effort to correct the false jm- 
pression conveyed or ‘o extricate the 
national committee from the false posti- 
tion in which it was designedly placed. 
In this, your sub-committee believes that 
Mr. Devlin was unfortunately unmindful 
of the plafnest principles of fealty due 
from a trusted representative «o the obdy 
granting him authority. ; 
“In view of the fact that a press com- 
mittee has been provided for as a subh- 
committee of our national committee and 
with the understanding that said sub- 
committee is in future to supervise and 
control all methods of publicity tn which 
the committee and the party are Interest- 
ed, it Is our opinioh, and we hereby rec- 
ommend, that the national committee 
press bureau, of which Mr. Devlin has 
been and is now in charge, should be plac- 
ed under the control of the press commit- 
tee of the national committee and that 
its organization and future operation 
Should be directed and supervised bv 
such press committee. Respectfully sub- 
mitted, 
“Trey Woodson, Kentucky,

‘Josephus Daniels, North Carolina.” 
A motion was promptly made by Mr. 


Gahan, of Illinots, that the report of the

“We have been self-denying jin-the ac- 
quisition of countries that have sought to 
be annexed to our domain,”’ continued 
Senator Morgan. “In the beginning of 
khis century we established a _ poiicy 
which has not been departed from and 
will not be changed, that we will not 
withhold our moral support from any 
people Who seek to injustice and 
tyranny by establishing free government 
to supplant monarchy; and, when such 
people are brought within our control, 
will aid them alike against foreign 
Interference and domestic faction in es- 
tablishing peace, and we will aid them 
to institute sovereign and independent 
governuyent for themselves, whenever 
they are fitted to take their place among 
the sovereign powers of the earth ai! 
to maintain it without the necessity 0% 
our protection.”’ 

In response to my suggestion about the 
protectorate idea, Senator Morgan said: 

“If we must protect them, we must 
control them; and, in order to protect 
them, we will extend over them our 
municipal laws when that is necessary 
for their welfare and the safety of our 
government. If that is conquest it is the 
result of the law of necessity, and not 
the outgrowth of a national craving for 
the increase of our domain.” 

Relations with the Philippines. 

Tracing our relationship with the Phifl- 
ippines as he sees them, the great Ala- 
bamian said: 

“Without any purpose to acquire any 
of the possessions of Spain and in the as- 
sertion of a duty to secure good govern- 
ment in Cuba as the only means of pre- 
serving peace on our borders and of pro- 
tecting the rights of our people, and in 
harmony with the mission of our great 
republic, the fortunes of war have left to 
us the temporary guardianship of Cuba, 
and the sovereign dominion of the Phil- 
ippines and Porto Rico. 

‘We could not renounce the duties of 
this involuntary trust without the im- 
peachment of the spirit and the purposes 
of the greater kind when our republic 
was ordained. Its value is exemplified in 
the firm establishment of republican con- 
stitutional government in every Spanish 
and Portuguese state in North, South and 
Central America; and it is now being re- 
peated in a great arbitral tribunal sitting 
in Paris, whose creation is due alone to 
our firm maintenance of the Monroe doc- 
trine. That trust imposes upon us the 
still more honorable and more obligatory 
duty, that whenever any foreign people 
are brought within the dominion of the 
United States they shall not be relegated 
to monarchic government, but in due 
season, they shall have secured to them 
free constitutional republican govern- 
ment. We could not renounce this trust 
in the Philippines and the duties it im- 
poses upon us while these humane offices 
remain to be performed. We could not 
at any time, since the first day of May, 
1898, have abandoned the Philippine 
lands to the keeping of the Spaniards, or 
to the worse fate of being ruled by an 
ambitious, corrupt and arrogant native 
dictator. We could not have ordered Ad- 
miral Dewey off from the theater of his 
heroic achievement without confessing 
before the world either that our republic 
was incapable of sustaining its authority 
in a distant country with the power of 
its arms, or that it was unwilling to se- 
cure the rights of humanity to a people 
who had suffered, to the last extremity, 
from Spanish tyranny, and who had left 
to them no other alternative hut final 
destruction at the hands of Aguinaldo.”’

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
von, Ga., July 20.—(Special.)—It was fre- 
ported in Macon last night that Frank 
Tharpe and his nephew, Obe Tharpe, of 
Macon, had hecome involved in a difficul- 
ty with railroad negro workmen near 
Lexington, S. C., and that Frank Tharpe 
Killed and Obe Tharpe mortally 
wounded. 

In response to telegrams from Macon. 
parties in Lexington wired that there was 
no truth in the report. Ben Tharpe, of 
Macon, a brother of Frank Tharpe, he- 
came apprehensive, however, and left last 
night for Lexington. 

This afternoon Fred Tharpe received a 
telegram from this brother, Ben, which 
stated that Frank Tharpe is wounded, 
Obe Tharpe hurt and four killed, and for 
him to come at once to South Carolina. 

Obe Tharpe is the son of Fred Tharpe. 
Fred left for Lexington tonight. 

It would seem from Ben Tharpe's tele- 
gram that the original report received in 
Macon last evening, and which was de- 
nied, was about true. 


Was 


The four persons referred to in Ben 
Tharpe's telegram as being killed is con- 
sidered as meaning four of the railroad 
workmen, and they may have been killed 
by the two Tharpes in self-defense, while 
resisting an uprising against them. 

The Tharpes are well Known Macon 
citizens. Frank Tharpe., together with 
Mortimer Elkan and Bob Christian, of 
Macon, has a contract to build ten miles 
of the railroad that the Southern is con- 
structing from Columbia, S. C., to Jack. 
sonville, Fla. The scene of their work is 
about eighteen miles from Lexington. 

The Macon contractors have a number 
of Macon negroes with them and it is pos- 
sible that the four persons who have been 
Killed are negroes from Macon.

From the first she showed a Euro- 
pean spirit in a French mind.” She saw 
that the democratic tendencies of the 
new era would bring into literature a 
more energetic beauty, more emotion and 
more philosophy. So she set about lb- 
erating French literature from itself and 
widening its ideals by contrast and com- 
parisons with the idealistic and 
tive Teutonic literatures. Now the imme- 
diate result of this was to give an im- 
mense impetus to the reawakening of 
egoism that had been inaugurated by 
Rousseau, Men sought to be individual, 
where the classicists had sought to 
form to pre-established types. Thus the 
French romantic movement, one of the 
greatest literary regenerations in history, 
was very largely the work of Mme. de 
Stael. 

But, as I have 
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said elsewhere, this 
very success has resulted in neglect. 
Thoughts that were new in ‘ Corinne” 
or in “Germany” became commonplaces 
when they had won general acceptance.

The first of the greater books, ‘“Del-

Mme. de Stael was an aristocrat, and 
her novels are aristocratic. She was also 


Thus she was among the first to 
the drama in France, and above it in the 
rest of Europe, a place that it has main- 
tained during the century. Her pictures 
of a soul-life that should be its own in- 
terpretation gave the novel a new source 
of power that was not exploited to the 
full time of George Sand.

familiar “misunderstood woman” who 
tries to follow an inner light and is snip- 
wrecked on the conventions of a society 
that in its own defense is forced to con- 
demn her. It is a novel of youth and 
passion, palpitating with feeling, spoken 
rather than written. A contemporary 
said that the heroine talked ‘‘of love 
like a bacchante, of God like a Quaker, 
of death lke a grenadier and of the fu- 
ture like a sophist.”’ ‘‘Corinne”’ {s more 
mature, and gives to its author’s ideas 
their most complete expression. The he- 
roine is still Delphine—that is, Mme. de 
Stael—she is still doubly inspired by tal- 


ent and by love, still the ‘“‘misunderstood, 


woman,” another link to bind Rousseau’s 
Julie to George Sand’s Indiana, but yet 
givine freer wing to her genius, more 
fully developed, more independent. There 
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STAEL, 


in the conception of 
woman's nature in which every tairent 
is a minister to love and an occasion of 
suffering, and there is admirable art in 
the way in which Italy is set off against 
England, nature against respectability, 
ideai love against smug calculation, pas- 
sion against eant, the glory of the ideal 
against material wealth and comfort. 
Emotional rather than thoughtful, the 
book irradiates melancholy with optimis- 
tic idealism. Happiness is ever beckon- 
ing her onward. No wonder that ‘'Co- 
rinne’’ became to a whole generation the 
book of generous passion and of ideal 
love. 

“Germany” formulated the artistic, 
ethical and philosophic principles of ‘‘Co- 
rinne.’’ These Mme. de Stael thought she 
discerned in Kant and Fichte as they 
were interpreted to her by August Wil- 
helm Schlegel. She busied herself little 
with the German state or people. Philos- 
ophy and art absorbed her interest, for 
it was from them that she hoped to draw 
Parthian shafts to shoot at her Corsican 
persecutor. She found also in the meta- 
physics of Kant an antidote for the cold. 
dry and not very penetrating light of 
the French encyclopedists, and by. bring- 
ing what she found to general attention 
she certainly widened and liberalized, 


is a deep pathos 
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CHATEAU BRIAND, 


though it can hardly be said that she 
strengthened or deepened, the philosonh- 
ic and religious thought of the next gen- 
eration in France. 

On the literary side, the effect of ‘'Ger- 
many” was to clear the ground of clas- 
sical prejudices and to-prepare it for a 
modern literature that should draw from 
modern conditions a more natural nour- 
ishment for a fuller life. For that a new 
art was to arise from the chaos of the 
revolution was Mme. de Stael’s absoiute 
conviction, and the zeal of her preaching 
was so persuasive that, though she orig- 
inated little, she inflamed all with the 
glow of her cosmopolitan enthusiasm. 

These three books—‘‘Delphine,’’ ‘Co- 
rinne’” and ‘“‘“Germany’’—must be asso- 
ciated with the name of Mme. de Stael 


to every student of French literature.

Her earlier volumes on the “Influence of 
the Passions” and on “Literature in its 
Connection with Social Institutions’’ may 
be passed over, nor need we dweil on her 
‘Considerations on the French Revolu- 
tion,” published a year before her death. 
It is as the mother of romanticism, the 
nurser of the spark of Rousseau’s fire, 
the link binding the literature of the 
nineteenth century to the ideals of the 
eighteenth, that we think of her, and 
she was all these pre-eminently because 
of her “Germany” and ther “Corinne.”

Slick Swindler Who Played His Game 
in Cartersville. 


Cartersville, Ga., July ~).—(Special.)— 
Charles Marne, 2s he is Known here, but 
who went under a number of aliases at 
other points, after lying () Jail about 
five months, today pleaded guilty in the 
superior court on three of five charges 
against him of cheating and swindling, 
the other two having been nolle prossed, 
and received sentences from Judge Fite 
amounting in all to twenty-two months 
in the penitentiary. 

Marne will be remembered as the 
“genteel duck” of the Beresford type, 
who came to the town the first part of the 
year and succeeded in taking in a num- 
ber of business men, who received checks 
from him on funds said to be in an At- 
lanta bank, but which checks were dis- 
honored. Among those swindled was the 
First National bank, which was largely 
instrumental in sucuring his arrest in a 
Texas town and return to Georgia. Marne 
was a regular Chesterfield in manners, 
with a polish that gave himcarte blanche 
to the best society of the town, render- 
ing his swindling scheme an easy matter. 
He wore patent leathers and elegant 
clothes when being sentenced. He took 
his fate with much seeming dejection. 
When questioned by his own lawyer, ap- 
pointed by the court, as to his history 
and nativity he merely replied that he 
didn’t know much about himself. Some 
people believe him to be an experienced 
crook.

MANY WHITE MEN PRESENT 


Colored People of America Should 
Christianize Africa, 
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WAS THE PRINCIPAL POINT OF ADDRESS 


Athens Purchases a Rock Crusher. 
Meeting of Athens District Con- 
ference—Other News. 


Athens, Ga., July 20.—(Special.)—Bishop 
Hi. M. Turner, the most representative 
negro of his race, met a most cordial re- 
ception: both from white and from col- 
ored citizens in the county courthouse 
last night. The bishop is a big favorite 
here, and whenever he comes to Athens 
he receives a welcome he may wel] be 
proud of. He is intelligent and broad- 
minded. His views are libera] and his 
opinions are based on good, sound: study. 
Had it not been for the rain, the court- 
house would have been packed. As it 
was, there was comfort for all. 

His famous jecture on ‘Negro Emigra- 
tion or Transportation to Africa’’ was 
delivered very effectively and eloquently. 
‘His argument has proven that crime, no 
matter what the complications may be, 
is not absolute evidence of the possibill- 
ties of a race of human beings. 

His references to Australian history 
and the history of many of the strong 
nations of the world displayed extensive 
research as wel] as carefu] observation. 
The bishop believes that the purpose of 
providence in Christianizing Africa, con- 
sciously or unconsciously, being carried 
out by his white brother would be much 
more effective if promoted by opening 
up an avenue of transportation to Africa 
for those here who have been directty 
under the Christianizing influences of his 
white brother. If the educated negro is 
not afforded this opportunity, he believes 
it possible for the negro, as history has 
recorded of the white man in Australia 
and many nations to make out of crim- 
inal, whatever the character of their 
crime, a great nation. His lecture was 
logical and profound. 

Bishop Turner left for Atlanta today.

Columbia, 8S: C., July 20.—(Special.)—Wil- 
liam Richardson, a colored man eighty- 
five years old, who lived in this city, went 
out yesterday morning to shoot a young 
rabbit for his dinner. He had been in 
ill health and his wife advised him not 
to go. Richardson took with hima yellow 
cur dog and another of mixed breed, half 
being setter. Late in the evening a negro 
noticed a man lying in a field with two 
dogs by his side. He attempted to ap- 
proach but was attacked by the dogs and 
fled. The man did not stir and the matter 
was reported to the authorities, Several 
hours after Coroner Green was notified, 
and with a doctor and another man he 
dréve out to the place where the man 

lay. 

The coroner jumped from his buggy 
and started to approach the body when 
the dogs, standing between him and their 
master, challenged and then advancel 
upon him. Mr. Green had a buggy whip, 
but could make little defense. The dogs 
were furious and seemed bent on tearing 
him to pfleces. He called for help, but 
neither the doctor nor driver cared to face 
the curs. After fighting with the butt of 
his whip for “lly fifteen minutes the dogs 
were finally beaten off so that the coroner 
could ascertain that the man was dead 
and was William Richardson. He had 
died of heart disease and fell on his gun.

Our Trade Balance. 

Mr. J. C. Hendrix, of this city, writes 
to call our attention to the misleading 
character of the figures emploved in 
the Constitution of the 15th relative to 
the volume of our export trade for 
1898-99. The figures in question were 
taken from The Financia] Chronicle of 
June 24th, and were printed before 
the official statement of the vear'’s 
trade had been given out. The official 
figures show that our total excess of 
exports over imports for the vear end- 
ing June 30th, including $37,522,086 of 
gold, was $530,366,037. Before the ex- 
port of gold began, we had received 
nearly $89,000,000 of the metal, leaving 
‘a balance in our favor of $51,432,900 in 
round numbers. 

This showing is remarkable in more 
Ways than one. Combined with that 
of last year, it is truly extraordinary. 
The two years show an apparent trade 
balance in our favor of more than 
$1,100,000 ,000—$615,000,000 for 1897-98, 
and $530,000,000 for 1898-99. The Stock- 
holder, of New York, commenting on 
this showing, says that the visible re- 
turns in gold show that we havwe been 
able to collect less than 10 cents on 
the dollar of the enormous sum owing 
to us, “and are still hovering in doubt 
as to when next gold imports will 
start up.” In 1897-98 we received in 
cash—that is, in gold—161-2 per cent 
of our merchandise and silver credit. 
In 1898-99, we have thus far received 
9 per cent in gold in settlement of the 
$530,000,000 due. 

Our correspondent says he can see 
nothing alarming in these figures, nor 
can we. It was The Financia! Chroni- 
Cle which, on June 24th, remarked that 
“the situation as now Heveloped, has 
about it erave elements of insecurity.” 
The Constitution is not bound to feel 


* - alarmed when a New York paper per- 


celves the gravity of a situation. We 
know and our readers know that when 
talks about the 
gravity of a situation it is simply rep- 
resenting some speculative interest 
which has no relation whatever to the 
real condition of the country. 

There is nothing serious or alarm- 
ing about the fact that we are not re- 
‘ceiving cash from abroad as the result 
of our immense balance of trade dur- 


‘- ing the past two years; yet it ig inter- 


esting enough to call for comment. 
Many thoughtful students of econom- 
fies seem to be coming to the conclu- 
sion that “the balance of trade” is a 
delusion so far as it affects the general 
public. For instance. England gets 
along with or without a large balance 
of trade, and the nations of the earth 
continue to pour their money !nto her 
lap, not by way of trade, but by way 
of paying the interest on their debts. 
We have recently been exporting gold 
in spite of the enormous sum due us on 
our exports of merchandise. It was 
this fact that caused The Chronicle to 
imagine ithat the situation had its 
grave aspects. Asya matter of fact, the 
international banks move gold about 
from country to country wholly irre- 
spective of trade balances, and this 
movement goes On more freely now 
than ever. It is not to be compared 
to the old ecumbrous arrangements 
whereby a movement of money from 
one center to another always repre- 
sented a settlement of debts. 

There are various ways of account- 
fing for our 10 per cent receipts in 
return for our trade balance, but each 
explanation is more satisfactorv to 
those who invent it than to the public 
at large. There is one assurance, 
however, that ought to be satisfactory 
to all, namely, our credit abroad repre- 
sents the credit of individuals, and the 
probability is that each one is satis- 
+ fled with the situation. This being 
80, spe®ilations about the matter are 
_ .both useless and hopeless. If the eov- 
ernment itself were eonductine these 
trade operations comment could take a 
definite shape, but so long as it is a 
matter of individuals, we may depend 
on these to look after their own in- 

prests more or less successfully.

The Case of General Otis. 

The statements attributed to General 
Funston, and his known desire to 
return to this country, in the face of 
the fact that he has won fame and po- 
sition by his enthusiasm and intrepidi- 
| ty, go far to explain, if thev do not 
» confirm, the disclosures that have fol- 
lowed the publication of the round rob- 
in of the newspaper correspondents. 

The saddest feature of the case 
seems to be that General Otis has been 
carrying on the campaign as a repub- 
lican politician and not as a military 


pelled to resort to statements anda 
methods which we do not care to char- 
acterize, lest we be put in the cate- 
gory of those who are ready to make 
Snap judgments of men and things. 
Yet it must be remembered ifiat Gen- 
eral Otis has a military reputation. 
He was promoted for gallantry during 
the civil war, and he is the senior brig- 
adier general of the army, consequent- 
ly there was nothing irregular or pe- 
culiar in appointing him to succeed 
Merritt, when the latter desired to re- 
turn to the United States. 

Everything that has happened may 
have its proper explanation; there may 
be a reason why General Otis should 
become politician enough to hoodwink 
the public as to the situation: but, 
whether good or bad reasons can be 
found, the course he has pursued has 
been the very worst he could have se- 
lected. It has given rise to suspl- 
cion and doubt on the part of the 
people: and it will be very hard to 
convince them hereafter that every- 
thing is going well in the Philippines 
unless the commander's reports are 
confirmed by the free statements of the 
correspondents. 

We have no doubt, whatever may 
be said to the contrary, that the ex- 
posure made by the newspaper men 
precipitated the resignation of Secre- 
tary Alger, and if this should prove to 
be the ease it would show that the 
president, has been in the same boat 
with the publie with respect to ac- 
eurate information from the Philip- 
pines, And yet, to take a common 
sense view of the matter, what Was to 
be gained by deceiving the public? 
How could any sensible person hope to 
keep up the policy of deception long 
enough and successfully. enough to 
have an influence in any political cam- 
paign? It is this view of the case 
which makes it so difficult to believe 
that a sane commander would -have 
undertaken it. It is this view, too, 
which will lead the public to discount 
some of the statements which come as 
supplements to the protest of the coar- 
respondents. 

The situation is bad enough without 
the additon of charges calculated to 
raise doubts as to Genera! Otis’s san- 
itv. If he has been moved by what 
are termed political considerations, he 
must have received his instructions 
from some of the understrappers who 
have made the methods of the war de- 
partment obnoxious to all who are 
aware of the machinations eternally 
going on there. Sound policy affords 
no reason for suppressing facts that 
the public should know, and all the 
talk of the necessity of concealing in- 
formation from the enemy is entirely 
thrown away on those who know any- 
thing of the power and resources of 
the militant faction of the Tl ilipinos. 

General Otis could easily have placed 
his confidence in the correspondents 
of the associated press, and they 
would not have abused it. There is a 
happy medium in publishing the news. 
At their best or t@eir worst, sensation- 
al correspondents do little harm, and it 
is an easy matter to reduce their en- 


terprise to its essential elements. But 


nothing that could have been sent from 
Manila would have had as bad an effect 


on the public mind as the contradic- 
tory telegrams that have recently been 


given out over the signature of Gen- 
eral Otis. 

The Pressure of Public Opinion. 

The pressure of public opinion has 
finallv led to the resignation of Hon. 
Russell A. Alger from the office of 
secretary of war. 

Whether justly or not, it was held 


that Secretary Alger should bear tne 


burden of the numerous mistakes made 


during the Cuban and Filipino cam- 
paigns. 
dent stood stoutly by his secretary, and 
only a few days ago the latter declared 
that he would never retreat under fire. 


For a long while the presi- 


Nevertheless the resignation has come 
before these words were forgotten, 


and thus the pressure of public opin- 
ion made itself manifest. 


In justice to Secretary Alger some 


account must be taken of the tradi- 
tions of the office which he accepted 
under President McKinley. This would 


lead us to a discussion of the fact that 


of recent years our presidents have 


not had an eye to efficiency in the 
publig service in the appointment of 
those officials who have a controlling 
influence in the government. In many 


cases private individuals, without any 
experience in publie affairs, have been 
called to cabinet 


portfolios, and in 


still other cases men prominent in 


one profession of life have been called 


into service in a department to which 
they were complete strangers. In this 
way there has been built up a general 
inefficiency in public service which 
only required the incident of a great 
shock, such as the carrying on of a 
foreign war, to make itself manifest. 
It fell to Secretary Alger’s lot to he 
the first one placed under the test, and 
the result was that a generation of in- 
efficiency was at once exposed, with 
aresulit more disastrous to the gov- 
ernment than were the eungs of our 
former foes, and he was made the 
scapegoat to carry the sins of others. 

The contention which is here made 
could not be better enforced than by 
the case of Secretary Alger. His life- 
time record shows that he was an able 
and wide-awake husiness man, equal 
to all the emergencies which Ameri- 
can commercial activity calls for. Such 
aman is not incompetent in himself, 


nor igs he incapacitated for offices of | 


large power, provided these offices 
were in the line of his lifelong bus- 
iness activity. 

Consequently, it will be seen that 
the failures which have been laid at 
the feet of Secretary Alger are justly 
chargeable to the traditions which have 
grown up in appointments to public 
office. It stands to reason that a secre- 
tary of war should be as well versed 
in the business which he is called 
upon to administer as would be the 
man who was selected to be attorney 
general or chief justice of the United 
States. 

In retiring from office. however, Sec- 
retary Alger must be given credit for 
his generous recognition of the south 
while in the exercise of his public fune- 
tions. He bore ready testimony to 
the fact that the southern volunteers 
were not among those who complained 
of war’s hardships. but that they bore 
their burdens with patience and brav- 
ery. Even General Corbin. who is ree- 
ognized as among those who led in the 
movement to have Secretary Alger re- 
tired from the cabinet. was forced to 
say: 

I feel great sympathy and great respect 
for the secretary. History will show that 
if he has erred it has been on the side of 
the soldier, on the side of those who were 
fighting the battles. No man in that po- 
sition had ever more at heart the inter- 


' 
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had devoted 


the requirements of the men in the field, 
and if the funds were lacking he would 
pay for it himself. He will leave the de- 
partment with the respect and esteem of 
every one in it. 

In the wider and more generous 
field of business enterprise there is 
room for General Alger’s activity, in 
the covering of which he will always 
have the good wishes of the people of 
the south, as he seems to have of the 
people of his oWn Sstate. 


Two Presidents. 

During its more than forty years of 
existence, the Southern Express Com- 
pany has had but two presidents, Mr.

Failure of the crops in southern Russia 
is imminent. A Hne drawn on the map 
from Kief to the southern part of the 
province of Samara and thence in a north- 
erly direction, following the course of the 
River Volga, to Kazan; thence west (to 
Moscow, and south again to Kief. will 
give a fair idea of the area within which 
more o¢ less famine exists. It would al- 
most seem as if European Russia might 
Le dismissed as a factor in successful ag- 
riculture., The climatic conditions 
throughout this area are of so uncertain 
a character as to be & constant source of 
anxiety and danger to the farming popv- 
lation. The widespread misery ts appall- 
ing. Under date of June 19th, Consul 
Heenan adds that reports from central 
and eastern Russia indicate similar condi. 
tions as to shortage of crops. The prov- 
ince of Saratov has suffered severcly 
from lack of rain. This province eontains 
20,879,357 acres and has a population of 
2,419,844. It thas ten cities with a popula- 
tion of over 10,000, of which Saratov 
(138,000) is the largest. The average crop 
of wheat (spring) has been 10,500,000 bush- 
els: of oats, 30,938,000 bushels: of rve, 1%5,- 
036,000 bushels. Exporters at Odessa are 
in anything but a cheerful frame of mind 
and foreign houses contemplate closing for 
the season. There is undoubtedly, says 
the consul, considerable wheat held back 
by the farmers: but this doés not indicate 
that they are in a prosperous condition. 
Neatly all are heavily fn debt to the gov- 
ernment,

Vice Consul General Hanauer writes 
from Frankfort: ‘‘Almost daily letters 
reach this consulate general from United 
States manufacturers asking how to pro- 
ceed to find a market in Germany, for ad- 
dresses of German firms or for local 
agents. Desiring to aid in the expansion 
of our country’s trade, I give a great deal 
of my time to personal Interyiews with 
German dealers, etc., but my experience 
teaches me that these efforts to gain mar- 
kets are, in the main, futile. The Ameri- 
can manufacturers who have been sue- 
cessful in acquiring a large export trade to 
Furope are those who have sent agents 
from home to exploit and work the for- 
elgn fields. These agents should not only 
be familiae with the character, quality 
and technical features of the prodnets 
which they offer for sale. but they must 
have culture, business tact. and full com- 
mand of the language of the country in 
which they operate. We have plenty of 
such young men who were born or edu- 
cated in European countries: these are 
the proper ploneers to open a path for 
American exportea. It is a mistake tu send 
out persons who speak English only, or 
who are unacquainted. with European cus- 
toms, social as well as commercial. In 
giving the agency of American goods to 
German firms or tndividuals,our manufact- 
urers and exporters have no guaranty that 
their interests will Le protected or proper- 
ly pushed. We hold yearly industrial ex- 
hibitions in our own country. each of 
which costs many millions of dollars. If 
this money were expended in holding ex- 
positions in foreign countries, the results 
would be more profitable to our business 
interests and would increase our export 
figures quickly and largely. Each expo- 
sition should comprise only one leading 
line of goods and should be migratory. re- 
maining in the most suitable center of 
each country for six months) and then 
moving to another. The ablest represen- 
tatives of oue trade should act as exhibi- 
tors, canvassers and selling agents,”

There are no factories in Germany 
where cheap furniture its “produced: ft ts 
made in small quantities at the workshops 
of individual joiners, who are supplied by 
wood-working establishments with the 
different parts in an unfinished state. 
These joiners work at a very cheap rate. 
It may pay American manufacturers to 
export high-class articles of wooden furnt- 
ture to Germany, provided these are 
tasteful in design and superior fn finish to 
those made in Germany. They should be 
of superior workmanship and solidity, 
if anything, somewhat cheaper in price 
than similar artcles of German make. 
It must be taken into account that such 
American furniture will have its original 
cost price increased by about 2 per cent 
of the selling valuation here, owing to the 
cost of packing, freight. insurance and 
the German import duties. The usual 
terms for selling furniture in Germany 
ate three months’ credit: if payment is 
made on delivery of goods, a discount of 
$3 per cent is customary. Frankfort is a 
large market for the sale of furniture, and 
many houses here are engaged in this 
line,

Widow of Fireman Harry 0. Howell 
Died Yesterday Morning at Her 
Residence of Consumption. 

Mrs. Zella Howell, widow of Fireman 
Harry O. Howell. who was killed during 
the Jackson building fire, corner Ala- 
bama and Pryor streets, in April, 1889, 
died yesterday morning at 11:30 o'clock at 
her residence, 29 Lampkin street. Her 
death resulted from consumption, with 
which she had been afflicted for some 
time. She is survived by five children— 
four boys and one girl. Her body will 
be taken to Duluth this morning on the 
train leaving Atlanta at 7:50 o'clock, and 
there the funeral services and interment 

will occur. 

Mrs. Howell had a struggle for exist- 
ence almost from the hour of her hus- 
band's death until she followed him to 
the grave, and her five children, the eld- 
est ‘of whom is sixteen years of age, are 
now entirely without means of support. 
An effort is now being made by Chief W. 
R. Joyner, of the fire department, to 
obtain homes for them in the various 
charitable institutions of the city, and 
it is possible that some of them will be 
provided for in this manner. 
~ Mr. Howard was killed with several 
other firemen during the burning of the 
old Jackson building, a falling wall crush- 
ing out his life. A subscription was 
made by the citizens of Atlanta and 
each of the families of the dead fire- 
men received about $1,000. This, how- 
ever, Mrs. Howell lost owing to bad man- 
agement, and about one year ago the 
firemen began helping her ‘1 the strug- 
gle for existence. o, 

Last winter, during the mst severe 
weather of the season, Mrs. Howell was 
found with her family at their little 
home on Lampkin street without food or 
fuel, and she was even then in the last 
stages of consumption. The kind-hearted 
firemen supplied the immediate wants of 
the family and since then $5 has been 
taken every week from the small treas- 
ury of the Firemen’s Relief Association 
and carried to her home. She had no 
legal claim upon this money; but she 
had a better claim, one that was readily 
acknowledged by the firemen and the 
money was given her with cheerfulness— 
she was the widow of a fireman, who 
had been Killed at his post of duty.

The turnkey describes the 
meeting in the cell between the brothers 
as a most pathetic scene. 

Two nights ago D. B. Rhodes, 
resides near Alpharetta, went to visit his 
brother-in-law, Andrew Sims, who was a 
neighbor.

woman. 

The city license inspector, who Is al- 
ways striving to the city needless 
expense, hastened to the city hall and 
searched the records in the health office. 
He could find nowhere the name of Bet- 
tie Watson. 

There is a city ordinance which re- 
quires all persons acting as physicians 
or midwifes to register with the board 
of health. 

Bettie Watson hadn't registered. 

An hour later the license inspector had 
arrested Bettie and she appeared in the 
police court yesterday afternoon. 

Inspector Hunter told the story of the 
dead ‘baby, and dwelt upon the fact 
that the city had to defray the expenses 
of the burial. Then he told that Bettie 
was practicing without registering at 
the health office 

The old woman 
hadn’t registered, and said she didn't 
know the law; but she denied that she 
was in any way the cause of the child's 
death. The baby, she claimed, was dead 
before she reached the house. 

That didn't play much part in the case 
with the inspector. All he knew war 
that the city had paid for the funera] ard 
the old woman hadn't registered. There 
was a chance for the city to even up 
its finances. 

The recorder said the woman had clear- 
ly violated the law, and the ordinance 
made the lowest fine in such a case $10, 
and so he fined Bettie $10.75.

Supreme Court of the State Says Its 
Charter Forbids, 


INJUNCTION IS PERMANENT

The Central Wins Its Fight Against 
the Proposed Improvement. é 


COMPANY HAS INVESTEB $100,000 


Now It Has a Right of Way for 
Sale, Having No Use for It. 
President Smith Absent. 


The Atlanta and West Point railroad 
cannot build its proposed belt line around 
the city in the east side. 

The supreme court of Georgia says 
that it cannot build a belt road anywhere 
without the unanimous consent of the 
stockholders. Some of the stockholders 
are opposed to a belt conn®:ting the 
West Point with the Georgia. These 
objecting stcckholders reside in: Savan- 
nah, 

Already $100,000 of their money has 
been expended for a right of way. Rath- 
er than spend $200,000 more and build the 
belt, certain of the stockholders applied 
for an injunction. They got it and the 
Supreme court says it must stand. 

That settles the belt so far as the West 
Point is concerned, but it is quite prob- 
able that other parties will take up the 
enterprise and carry it through. 

Apparently there is nothing for the 
West Point company to do but to sell 
the property which it bought for a right 
of way. The road has no terminal of its 
own here in Atlanta and the management 
desires one very much. While the com- 
pany cannot build a belt road under its 
charter, there is no law against it using 
one if somebody else should build it. 

President George C. Smith is in New 
York. It is not probable that he would 
say much if he were here. But it is rea- 
sonable to assume that the company will 
not want to hold a right of way which 
it is forbidden to use, 

The supreme court said in rendering 
the decision on the petition to .nake the 
injurction permanent, Judge Lumpkin, vf 
the superior court, having ordered the 
temporary restraining order dissolved: 

89. Alexander et al v. Atlanta and 

West Point Railroad Company et ai. 

Before Judge Lumpkin. Fulton su- 

perior court. 

Lumpkin, P. J.—The Atlanta and 
West Point Railroad Company has no 
authority under its charter to build 
a belt railroad from any point on its 
road to any other railroad. 

When proposed amendments to a 
charter are fundamental, radical or 
Vital, the unanimous consent of the 
stockholders to their acceptance lis 
essential. The corporate rights and 
privileges embraced in the general 
railroad law of this state, taken as a 
whole, would fundamentally, radical- 
ly and vitally amend the charter of 
the above named company if added 
thereto, and consequently could not 
be so added upon an application pre- 
sented to the secretary of state by 
virtue of a resolution adopted by a 
majority only of the _ stockholders. 
Thus adopting such a resolution was 
not, in this case, “‘proper corporate 
action.”’ 

3. Such an application being unau- 
thorized and unlawful, the granting of 
it was a mere nullity; @nd it, there- 
fore, could not result therefrom that 
the company obtained an amendment 
to its charter any particular portion 
or portions of the general railroad 
law, even though the sam may have 
been such as could be lawfully ac- 
cepte® by a majority vote of the stock- 
holders.

The fight on the West Point's belt road 
came primarily from the Central rail- 
way, which has a large holding of stock 
in the company. The Central is a minor- 
ity stockholder, however, the Louisville 
and Nashville controlling a majority of 
gthe stock. These two companies have 
held different views as to the policy of 
the West Point. Having an advantageous 
arrangement with the West Point for 
handling its business in Atlanta, the Cen- 
tral did not want to see a belt line built. 
President Smith, of the West Point; 
President Smith, of the Louisville and 
Nashville, and General Manager Scott, of 
the Georgia, all of whom are directors 
of the West Point company, favored a 
belt line around Atlanta. They figured 
that it would be a good thing for the 
West Point and the Georgia, too.

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BIDS FOR REFUNDING OPENED. 


Sinking Trustees of the Cincinnati 
Southern Hold a Meeting. 
Cincinnati, July 20.—The sinking fund 
trustees of Cincinnati and the trustees 
of the Cincinnati Southern railway tdday 
opened bids for the refunding of South- 
ern railWay bonds expiring in 1902 and 
drawing 7 and 7 3-10 per cent in‘erest. 
It is proposed to refund them with 
bonds at 3% per cent interest, to run 
unmtil 194. There are $8,000.000 of these 
bonds outstanding. The total amoun; of- 

fered for redemption was $106,500. 

Some of the holders asked a premium 
ranging from 1-8 of 1 per cent to 2 per 
cent.

“PASSED” OIL HELD 
AFTER NEW TEST 


Not Up to Standard of Correct Inter- 
pretation of Law. 


WAS SHIPPED FROM ALBANY 


Four Barrels Are Held Awaiting 
Or’ers at Dawson. 


NEW OIL TESTERS HAVE BEEN ORDERED 


Instruments Will Be Used by All the 
Inspectors in the State After 
September 15th. 


The department of agriculture was 
yesterday notified that 200 gallons of oil, 
not up to the standard under the new test 
method. was held at Dawson. The oil 
had been shipped from Albany, and at 
that place had been tested under the old 
interpretation of the law and found to be 
up to the standard. 

When it arrived at Dawson the oil in- 
spector at that: place immediately made 
a test and found that, according to the 
new and correct interpretation of the law, 
the oil was not what it should have been, 
and the four barrels were consequently 
held and the department notified. 

The fact that the new interpretation, 
of the law governing oll tests has raised 
the standard exactly seven points will 
explain why this consignment of 200 gal- 
lons was ordered held at Dawson after it 
had passed at Albany under the old in- 
terpretation, which the commissioner of 
agriculture has declared incorrect. 

According to the old method, the first 
test was made at % degrees Fahrenheit, 
and for every 7 degrees thereafter until 
123 degrees had been registered. When the 
test was made at 116 degrees the inspec- 
tors imagined that no other test could be 
made until 123 degrees had been reached. 

In this way oil that might not have 
burned at 116 degrees may have burned at 
119 degrees, just 1 degree below the stan- 
dard set by the state; but as no test was 
made at the points between 116 and 123 
degrees, the inspectors could not de- 
termine the exact burning point. 

Under the new interpretation, which has 
been in force for several weeks past, the 
oil inspectors are ordered”“t6é make tests 
at all the points between 116 and 120 de- 
grees, and in this manner the precise 
point where the oil burns can be de- 
termined. 

The 200 gallons of oil at Dawson will be 
held until the oil company either ships it 
entirely out of the state or else brings it 
up to the requirements of the law. 

It is understood that the department of 
agriculture has already ordered the new 
instruments to be used in testing oil, and 
that they will arrive shortly. There will 
be forty-one instruments used in Geor- 
gia, and every inspector is ordered to 
have one before September 15th, the time 
that the testers will be used in all the 
tests made. The tester is of the closed 
variety, and has beeen used by the New 
York state board of health for a number 
of years. 

The instrument is considered by experts 
to be eminently superior to the Tagliabues 
instrument, which has been used in Geor- 
gia since the system of tests was first in- 
augurated. The Tagliabues is an open 
tester,{and for this more than any other 
reason has been objected to by the de- 
partment. 

The New York instrument is quoted at 
$13 retail, but the department expects to 
Save a considerable amount on the price 
by purchasing a large number at one 
ps ve soon as the instruments are re-

GUNBOATS ARE KEPT BUSY. 


Barker Advises Department as to 
Situation Around Manila. 


Washington, July 20.—Captain Barker, 
who succeeded Admiral Dewey in com- 
mand at Manila, writes to the navy de- 
partment, under date af June 6th. ex- 
pressing satisfaction at the cordial co- 
operation of the army and Ravy in put- 
ting in service the small gunboats bought 
by the army to use in the rivers and 
bayous during ‘the military movements. 

Commander Sperry, of the Yorktown, 
reported to Captain Barker from Iloilo 
that the army gunboat Albay had been 
supplied with officers and crew, Ensign W. 
H. Standley being in command. This was 
done with some difficulty owing to the 
lack of men since the capture of Captain 
Gilmore's party at Baler. The command- 
ing officer supplied an army detail of five 
men. Commander Sperry says the York- 
town needs more men, and he adds the fol- 
lowing as to a contemplated expedition: 

“General Smith has returned from Ne- 
gros and he agrees with me that the ser- 
vice of the Albay will be of the greatest 
possible value in breaking up the illicit 
traffic between Cebu, Panay and Negros, 
and in breaking up the gangs of insur- 
gent marauders who are infesting the 
coast. 

“wv intention is to send the Albay out 
tomorrow for a cruise of a week, more or 


less.”’

Into River—His Body Not Found. 
Ala., July 20.—(Special.)—Ed- 
ward Weeks. of Akron, O., fell from a 
barge just as the steamer Joe Wheeler 
cast off from her moorings and swung 
out in midstream today. The man was 
seen from ehore, and a rescuing boat 
started for him at once. The man sank 
and rose twice in rapid succession, the 
second time his body appearing half out 
of water, and he was struggiing feebly 
with his hands. Jus the rescuing 
boat approached in about twenty yards, 
the man rose the third time and gank. 
Although the river has been dragged 
all day, the body of the drowned man 
was not recovered at a late hour.

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Contracts of Companies That Pay In- 
terest on Deposits Now Subject 
to Check Are Good. 

Quite a flutter was created in financial 


and money yesterday by 
tne publication of a decision recently 
handed down by the supreme court. It 
has been an undecided question for many 
years whether the made by 
Duilding assOcia‘ions, loan and invest- 
ment companies, savings and kindred in- 
stitutions, where more than 
interest is charged for the use of money, 
were usurious. The supreme court has 
Hnally and for al] time settied the ques- 
tion in favor of the companies and 
against the porrowers. 

The court has drawn a nice distinction 
between special and general legislatiun. 
While a bank doing business under a spe- 
Cial charter granted by the legislature, 
cannot charge its borrowers more than 8 
per cent per annum interest, a building 
association, savings bank or loan and in- 
ves' Ment company that operates under a 
charter obtained from the superior court 
under the general law g0verning such in- 
Stitutions, can charge more than 8 per 
cent interest and not be charged with 
having violated the usury law of the 
siate, provided such institutions pay in- 
terest on deposits that are not subject to 
check.

month, the transaction, under civij code 
sections 2877, 2886, is infected with usury. 

“2. The act of 1889 (civil code, section 
2391), making the provisions of the act 
Of 1888 (civil code, sec. 2388 et seq.), which 
authorized ‘building and loan associations 
(o make contracts of the character above 
referred to, ‘apply to all savings insti- 
tutiong which pay interest to depositors, 
ang whose deposits are not subject to 
check,’ Is a general law operative 
throughout the sate upon all persons 
coming within the terms of the act. and 
is therefore not repugnant to that clause 
of the constMu'ion which declares that 
‘laws of a general nature stall have 
uniform operation throughout the state.
